I. UT: NE. 


Ut is the most versatile particle in Latin, and taken in 
its various connections is an important element in Latin 
syntax and style. Originally a relative, it enters into 
various forms of complemental statements, introducing 
either simple comparisons or subordinate clauses, — conse- 
cutive, final or temporal. The different phases of its use 
are set forth by Dahl and Draeger, with illustrations from 
Livy, and we shall here seek to give with greater exact- 
ness the prominence of each feature in Livy’s work. 
Nearly all is presented from the standpoint of a retrospec- 
tive narrator, and for this reason there is little of the 
colloquial usages so prominent in comedy. This accounts 
for the limited use of w/as an interrogative, either direct 
Io, 1g, 11 ut sese in Samnio res habent? or indirect g, 
36, 6 ut sese haberent, rogitans; 1, 6, r ut geniti, ut edu- 
cati, ut cogniti essent . . . ostendit; 45, 3o, 2 adeo, quanta 
Macedonia esset, quam divisui facilis, et ut (or quam) se 
ipsa quaeque contenta pars esset, Macedones ignorabant. 

As a relative adverb of manner «/ is very freely used, 
most commonly introducing either a general fact or a 
specific incident, as wt fit (twenty-seven times, Dahl, p. gz), 
ut mos or ut solet; cf. 4, 52, 4; 21, 4, 1 ut plerumque fit; 
5, 27, 1 Sicut fere fit; and see A. J. P. XXV, 41. The 
fundamental relative character of the statement is shown 
by the occasional retention of the relative instead of z/, 
and sometimes with a demonstrative antecedent, as in 6, 
3, 5 profectus ad Sutrium, id quod rebatur, soluta omnia 


rebus, ut fit, secundis invenit; 6, 33, 3 ut rebantur; 7, 2, g 
1 
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idem scilicet, id quod omnes tum erant, suorum carminum 
actor. Other statements which may be paralleled by those 
with wf are: 7, 13, 7 quod aiunt; 21, 61, 2 quod ferme fit; 
29, 25, 12 quod plerumque evenit; 32, 9, 10 quod antea 
fecerat; 6, 12, 6 quod inter omnes auctores conveniat; 21, 
62, 13 41, 5, 4 quod solet; 9, 14, 3; 27, 26, 13 quae adso- 
lent; 9, 30, 5 quod traditum erat; 41, 12, ro quod raro 
alias. Similar to these is qzaérs solet 25, 10, 1; 25, 35, 3; 
26, 5, 9. These uses of wf are chiefly confined to state- 
ments of facts, though we find a hypothesis 6, 4o, r2 ut 
si quis ei, quem urgeat fames, venenum ponat cum cibo. 

The predicate of the comparative clause is omitted when 
it is the same as that of the principal statement, as in 
I, 9, 3 urbes quoque, ut cetera, ex infimis nasci; 1, 34, 9 
Tanaquil, perita, ut vulgo Etrusci, caelestium prodigiorum 
mulier. The most pronounced feature here is the use of 
ut for ut fit or ud solet, as in 4, 17, g ut in trepidis rebus 
(see Dahl, p. 118) Zz is most freely used in these com- 
parisons, though there is an occasional occurrence of ex 
and zzter. The z£-clause not infrequently indicates the 
standard of measurement “as such things go", e. g. 10, 24, 
4 ut inter militares viros; or likelihood, as in 27, 47, 2 
adustioris coloris ut ex recenti via essent; 29, 1, 22 trepida 
omnia ut* inconditam turbam esse. However, it is only 
rarely that the preposition is omitted, as in these exam- 
ples and 4, 13, 1 Maelius, ut illis temporibus, praedives. 
Sometimes the real or assumed ground of action is intro- 
duced by the w/, the former the most noticeable with the 
ablative absolute, the latter with the future participle: ro, 
4, 1; 24, 45, II; 34, 52, 10; 34, 16, 4 ut sparsis hostibus 
fuga; 29, 32, 3 ut iam debellato; 34, 39, ro ut adiuvanti- 
bus; cf. A. J. P. XXIII, 416: 7, 23, 6; 21, 32, ro subiit 
tumulos, ut... vim per angustias facturus; 28, 26, 12; 31, 
42, 5; 35, 50, 11. Compare the use of utpote with abl. 
abs. 2, 33, 8; 30, IO, 13; 36, 24, 11; lect? 31, 33, 9; and 
levium 36, 45, 3- 

With this use of w/fofe compare zou, “in as much as”, 
3$: 57, 7 coronam ... tulere parvi ponderis, prout res haud 
opulentae erant, colebanturque religiones pie magis quam 
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magnifice. Elsewhere the word is used in comparative 
statements, and nearly all the examples fall into two 
classes, containing docus or ¢empus with pat, postulare or 
SUMETE (5, 47, 33 9. 29, 43 9. 41, 16; 9, 43, 123 28, 5, 9) 
or expressions of personal quality with zzgensum or virtus 
(8. 21, 1; 24, 16, 8; 26, 48, 14; 38, 50, 5; and its expression 
29, 35, 35 30, 15, 13 prout a quoque navata opera erat, 
donati. Similar statements are also made with w/, as in 
33, 20, 9 ut tempus postulabat; 40, 39, g ut tempus, ut 
locus postulabat. The verb is generally in the imperfect 
or pluperfect indicative, though we find 5, 47, 3 prout 
postularet locus; and in era£mo obligua 28, 5, 9 prout tem- 
pus ac res sineret; and in 37, 52, 6 prout merita sint. 
Notice also 38, 40, 12 prout locus iniquus aequusve . 
varia fortuna pugnae est, a statement in which varying 
results correspond to changing conditions. But elsewhere 
this idea of “according as" is differently expressed: 22, 7, 
12 ut cuique laeta aut tristia nuntiabantur, gratulantisque 
aut consolantis redeuntibus domos circumfusos; 7, 6, g 
perinde ut evenisset res, ita communicatos honores pro 
bene aut secus consulto habitura; cf. 7, 5, 7; and with the 
correspondence equally emphasized 26, 42, 8 incertae altitu- 
dinis utcumque exaestuat aut deficit mare; and 21, 35, 2 
concursabant modo in primum, modo in novissimum agmen, 
utcumque aut locus opportunitatem daret aut progressi 
aut morative aliquam occasionem fecissent, though these 
may be taken as indicating temporal correspondence, as 
elsewhere «cumque indicates only manner, as in Praef. 3 
erit; 9, 39, 9 adfecta erat; 44, 40, 1 praetermissum; 2g, 
29, 4 Si potest, si non, u. silentium tegat; 32, 9, 11 u. esset 
. .. placuit; 42, 66, 7 dum u. explicaretur agmen, which 
fairly illustrate all the occurrences, about a score in number. 
Explanatory statements are sometimes introduced by 
qualis, as in 3, 62, 6; 5, 28, 13; 10, 22, 2; 22, 49, 4 proe- 
lium, quale iam haud dubia hostium victoria, fuit; and 
sometimes by wf guz, as in 2, 44, 5 consulares, ut cuique 
eorum privatim aliquid iuris adversus singulos erat; s, 25, 
9 grata ea res, ut quae maxime senatui umquam fuit; 


7, 33, 5 proelium, ut quod maxime umquam . . . commissum 
1* 
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est; 22, 51, 6 pedites passim equitesque, ut quem cuique 
fors aut pugna iunxerat aut fuga. Notice also in 9, 34, 
1I and 12 ut qui optimo iure. 

Not uncommon is the use of zZ qu: with the subjunctive 
giving the causal nexus. Neither the present nor the 
perfect tense is freely used: Praef. 4 immensi operis, ut 
quae ...repetatur; 36, 7, 4 cui dubium est, quin, ut quibus 
nullae suae vires sint; 36, 43, 6 tum etiam, ut quae in 
terram hostium veniant, oneratas commeatu venire; 3g, 
21, 9 candida corpora, ut quae numquam nisi in pugna 
nudentur; 36, 19, 9 aliquantum viae praeceperat rex, ut 
qui non antequam Elatiae ab effuso constiterit cursu. In 
the remaining occurrences the imperfect is used about 
twice as frequently as the pluperfect, counting with the 
former the forms of memunisse 5, 30, 1; and 7, 30,2. The 
form of the relative is dependent on clausal connections, 
and theoretically may be of any gender, number or case. 
The pluperfect occurs a few times in the first Decade: 
2, 40, 3 ut qui... motus esset; and 7, 5, 9 nullis. 
meritis, ut qui rure... iuventam egisset 9, 43, I1; 9, 45, 103 
and is especially noticeable in the fourth: 33, 7, g ut qui 
nihil minus . . . expectasset . . . trepidavit; 33, 15, 7; 35 
10, 5. Quincti recentior, ut qui eo anno triumphasset; 35, 
38» 11; 38, 21, 6 saxis nec modicis, ut quae non praepa- 
rassent... utebantur; 38, 37, 4 itaque, ut quibus libertas 

à mes . data esset .. . venerant; 39, 43, 1 Valerius 
Autias. ut qui nec Goallonani Catonis legisset et fabulae 
tantum sine auctore editae credidisset, aliud argumentum 

.. peragit; and in the fifth 42, 7, 5 nec consul, ut qui id 
ipsum ... quaesisset, moram certamini fecit; 42, 26, 6 
responsum legatis, ut qui adire senatum non postulassent, 
dari non placuit. 

The imperfect occurs 1, 1, 5 ut quibus... nihil. 
superesset; 1, 27, 9; 1, 49, 3; 3, 36, 7 hominum, non causa- 
rum toti erant, ut apud quos gratia vim aequi haberet; 
7 14, 6} 7, 37, 63 9, 43, I9; 10, 4I, 4; 23, 15, 4; 23, 29, 
12; 23, 49, 12 eX provincia, ut quae maxime omnium belli 
avida, modo praeda aut merces esset, tum iuventute abun- 
dante; 24, 35, ro ut quibus nequaquam ... par esset; 25,

13, 14 sed, ut quibus locus aequior esset; 25, 23, 3 ut quam 
prope liberi a Carthagine commeatus alerent; 27, 31, 2; 
29, 6, 73 29, 24, 123 29, 32, 8 neque enim cunctanter, ut 
quos maior metus urgeret; 29, 33, 2 aperto itinere, ut qui 
signis conlatis acie dimicaturus esset, movit castra; 30, 6, 3 
inermes, ut quibus nihil hostile suspectum esset . . . ruebant:

37, I, 2; 38) 18, 73 49, 28, 2 inordinati exibant, ut quibus 
prope certum esset: 41, 2, 13; 41, 1g, 12 haud neglegenter, 
ut qui in eo victoriam verti scirent, corpus occultavere. 

In these statements the class is indicated by the rela- 
tive clause in which the mood of the verb is subordinated 
to the view of the reader, the w¢ retaining its comparative 
force. In 23, 15, 4 deinde, ut qui a principio mitis omni- 
bus Italicis praeter Romanos videri vellet, praemia atque 
honores . . . proposuit, the statement is a characterization a 
principio, rather than an assertion of the immediate reason 
for proposutt, and in other instances the comparative 
characterization is near at hand. 

Ne with the imperfect subjunctive in oratio obligua 
occurs a few times, asin r, 9, 4 ne graverentur... genus 
miscere; 3, 63, 10 ne ita inplerent, ut...sinerent; 4, 41, 3; 
7, 11, II; 7, 32, 73 8 32, 15 ne ad extremum finem 
supplicii tenderet neu unico iuveni, neu patri eius... neu 
Fabiae genti eam iniungeret infamiam; 26, 7, 7 ne de- 
sponderent animos; 33, 12, 11; 42, 46, 6; 45, 35, 9 ne 
speraret ibi fructum gratiae, ubi non meruisset. Notice 


also 38, 11, 9 ne... velint. These give evidence of the 
original imperative with the negative, which, however, 
occurs rarely in Livy: 22, 10, 5 neque esto... ne esto neu; 


38, 38, 5 ne qua efferto; 3, 2, 9 ne timete. Contrasted 
with this zo£ with the infinitive is used eight times, ze 
with sec. per. perfect subjunctive nine (one 31, 7, g in a 
concessive clause), and there are about a dozen occurrences 
with other negatives, as in 2, 12, 11 nullam aciem, nullum 
proelium timueris; 28, 43, 18 nihil terrueris; see Elmer, 
A.J. P. XV, 325. Notice also 22, 3, 10 nec moverimus, 
and a few occurrences in the third person: 9, 9, 9 nec a 
me quisquam quaesiverit; 9, 11, 13 nemo moratus sit; 
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44, 23, 13 si quis est, qui... confidat, is ne deneget ope- 
ram. ..si quem id facere piget . . . e terra ne guberna- 
verit; and in wishes 28, 2g, 11; and 34, 24, 2 ne istuc 
luppiter sirit. 

Some of the compounds containing 4/ will be briefly 
considered. There are few direct wishes, and there is 
little use for £27, as ‘in 4, 45, g bellum utinam... 
gerant.  Friedersdorff ad 2g, 35, 1 gives for wtigue 
71 occurrences], eight of which are in connection with 
negatives; see Mueller ad 2, 59, s. Ne occurs in two of 
these 2, 59, 5 ne u. vellet; and 9, 16, 16 ne u. dorsum 
demulceatis; and zZgze precedes in one 9, 19, 15 u. num- 
quam nostris locis laboravimus. In the remainder the 
particle belongs with some word within the negative 
statement, as in 24, 2g, 7 ut non u. in praesentia bellum 
... geratur. Non utigue equals non modo in g, vo, 11 
licere . . . non utique se, sed quem velit... devovere, as 
does ec dumtaxat in 37, $3, 9 nec animum d. praestitit, 
sed interfuit; see Mueller ad 2, 6:, 4 where four other 
occurrences of dumtaxat are cited. Neutiguam is quoted 
for 4, 27, 10; and 7, 12, 11. 

Sicu£ instead of wf occurs about 150 times, but with 
correlatives the two forms are used in the same way; see 
Transactions American Philological Association, 3o, p. 72. 
In parenthetic comparative conditional statements velut 
has practically supplanted the other forms of statement, 
and all are considered in connection with the conditional 
statements. See Steele, Conditional Statements in Livy, 
p.36. F. A. Brockhaus, Leipsic 1910. 


A. CONSECUTIVE CLAUSES. 
The consecutive z/-clause is an appositional statement, 
usually giving the content of some associated word, for 
which the clause might be substituted if put into attri-

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butive form. The possibility of such substitution can be 
readily seen from a few illustrations, e. g. 2, 20, 13 tantus 
ardor fuit, ut eodem impetu, quo fuderant hostem, Romani 
castra caperent, can be stated in English, “It was a camp- 
taking-rush with which they routed the enemy”; and g, 
38, ro ita anceps dicitur certamen stetisse, ut neque clamor 
-..iteratus sit, “A non-repeated-warcry-doubtful-contest". 
But the development was along the lines of least resistance, 
and the clausal, rather than the bunglesome attributive 
element was developed. The words most frequently 
limited are adeo (171), 24a (273) and ¢antus (206). With adeo 
the clause is always consecutive, and generally so with 
ita and Zaz£us, though the view is occasionally praevisional 
and design is indicated, as in 44, 35, 15 iussi ita dividere 
viam, ut quarta vigilia tertio die Pythoum adoriri possent; 
38, 4, 6 ita iungere parat, ne exitus... esset; 40, 15, 6; 
40, 48, 5 tantum moratus, ut suos refugere in castra . . . 
sineret; or the clause may be merely complementary, as 
in 3r, 25, 6 ita aequum est me tutari, ne mea nudentur. 
The zZ-clause sometimes refers to two statements, as in 
38, 60, 7 tanto adsensu auditum est decretum, adeo ... 
laeti homines viderunt, ut . . . videretur; 45, 33, 4 tantis 
... exercitibus, ea copia rerum, ea vilitas annonae, ut... 
dona data... . sint. 

There is somewhat more than a score of occurrences 
of «a with adjectives and participles, as in g, 3g, 10 an- 
Ceps; 33, 37, 8 nam ita caedis magis quam victoriae avidi 
pugnarunt Romani, ut vix nuntium cladis hosti relinquerent ; 
21, 36, 1 ita rectis saxis, ut aegre . . . demittere sese 
posset; 24, 16, 14 ita ludibundi Beneventum rediere, ut... 
viderentur; 9, 32, 9; 10, 11, 12 ita obstinatos esse animos, 
ut... ducant; 42, 15, 1 ita infestos, ut facile appareret; 
21, 56, 7 ita torpentes . . . ut vix sentirent. /¢a is rarely 
associated with adverbs: 40, 14, 6 aperte; 40, 55, 5 incon- 
stanter; 31, 23, 3 mature; 33, 32, 1o raptim; 41, 26, 4 
repente: ita r. irruperunt, ut sustinerent impetum eorum 
Celtiberi nequirent. Half a dozen passages are cited for 
sic. . ué, all with verbs excepting 39, 4o, 5 versatile 
ingenium sic pariter ad omnia fuit, ut . . . diceres. Zam 
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. . wf (fourteen times) is associated only with adjectives 
or participles, as in 5, 51, 4 tam evidens numen ... adfuit 
Romanis, ut . . . putem; excepting 28, 39, 2 pertinaciter; 
and 39, 34, 3 tam crudeliter adversus innoxios Maronitas, 
tam superbe adversus Romanum populum factum, ut ... 


trucidarentur. Zo... wf occurs about two score times, 
indicating the limiting point of an action, as in 30, 13, 7 
eo redegerit, ut vita . . . tegeretur: or of a condition 25,

When the zZ-clause is associated with a statement con- 
taining a noun modified by a demonstrative pronoun the 
clause generally gives the content of the noun, though 
occasionally it is consecutive: 2, 20, g tanto vi maiore ... 
proelium iniit, ut . . . occiderit Mamilium; 24, 26, 12 eo 
cursu se... proripuerunt, ut... impleturae urbem tumultu 
fuerint; 26, 12, 2 eo cursu contendit, ut prope... oppresserit; 
42, 16, 1 refugerunt eo cursu, ut . . . occiderint comitem; 
24, 49, 1 ea indole, ut iam appareret; 42, 6, 9 ea merita 
. eam comitatem iuventutis, ut pro rege . . . fuerit; 
42, 53, 1 ea vociferatio . . . exorta est, ut finem dicendi 
faceret; 44, 19, 11 ea merita populi Romani in Antiochum, 
eam auctoritatem esse, ut, si legatos misissent . . . ab- 
Scessurus . . . esset. Also in negative statements 24, 1g, 
15 manavit ea benignitas ex urbe etiam in castra, ut non 
eques, non centurio stipendium acciperet; 24, g, 11 non ea 
vestra in me... merita sunt, ut non... habeam; 28, 
39, 1 ea vestra merita .. . erga nos fuerunt, ut nos cladium 
nostrarum non paeniteat. In other connections the nega- 
tive consecutive clauses are few compared with the af- 
firmative, the negative field being mostly covered by the 
complementary sentences: 1, 38, 5 opera inchoata . . . ut 
non quietior populus domi esset, quam militiae fuisset; 24: 
8. 10; 36, 15, 9 rupes interiectas habet, ut non modo exer- 
citus sed ne expediti quidem facile ... inveniant; 38, 56, 1 
in diversum trahunt, ut non habeam. 

Fügner gives ten occurrences of Zaz/um abesse ut, seven 
of which are followed by another zZ-clause, as in 25, 6 
11 t. afuit ab eo, ut... quaereretur, ut . . . reciperaretur. 
Nouns modified by fanéus and followed by an z/-clause 
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occur 16g times, with 7g nouns, a third of which are used 
but once each, and only four more than ten times each, 
ardor (11), pavor (12), vts (12) and Zer?or (13). The nouns: 
have a wide range, but as is natural in a work dealing 
with military movements, a large part of them express 
states of mind, or phases of military conduct, Neuter forms, 
usually ¢aztum, were noticed in thirty-five passages, as in 
29, 3, 10 tantum fortunam mutasse, ut... visuri forent. 
Jünti occurs 4, 44, 9 nec tanti . . . debere esse, ut... 
malum publicum fiat; 7, 11, 1; 25, 15, 2 non tanti debere 
esse, ut Capuam ... tradat. Similar to these is 5, 36, ro 
tanto plus gratia atque opes valuere, ut . . . tribuni mili- 
tum . . . crearentur. 

Consecutive clauses without nominal or pronominal refer- 
ence are not relatively frequent in affirmative statements 
(75), and generally in the statement of a fact, as in 2, 18, 8 
metus incessit, ut intentiores essent; 21, 36, g penitus 
perfringebant, ut pleraque . . . haererent; 34, 5, 3 con- 
sumpsit, et quidem ut in dubio poneret; or at least inter- 
preted as a fact, e. g. 3, 11, g abibat, ut satis appareret; 
23, 3, 12; 39, 7, 3; Or a possibility 6, 13, 7 nec omnium 
de plebe, ut credi posset; 7, 2g, 10; 28, 4, 3 hiemps in- 
stabat, ut nec temptare . . . nec consectari posset; 28, 40, 
145 35, 47; 1; 39) 29, 3i 44, 42, 9; 29, 1, 24 pelli Romanos 
posse, ... ut in patrios rediret mores. The prevailing 
tense is the imperfect, with a few occurrences of the per- 
fect, as in 5, 43, 3; 7, 25, 4; 23, 16, 14; and of the present 
I, 40, 33 4, 2, 63 5, 5, 63 9, 17, 2 evocat in medium, ut 
quaerere libeat. Occasionally, though the z¢a is not ex- 
pressed, the manner of the main act is distinctly implied, 
as in 7, 21, g dissolvit, ut populo prius caveretur; 23, 29, 1 
castra habuere, nec sine levibus proeliis, nec ut in aciem 
exirent. Compare also 35, 5, 9 dissipavit, non tamen ut 
terga darent. The unmodified adjective is also found 
without the intensive particle: 4, 17, 3 vocem eius ambi- 
guam, ut occidi iussisse videretur; 21, 35, 12 omnis via 
praeceps, angusta, lubrica erat, ut neque sustinere se ab 
lapsu possent. The degree is indicated by sais 3, g, 3 
iam satis valida civitate, ut . . . posset; 29, 12, 7 nec satis 
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fidens viribus, ut oppugnaret urbem; 35, 3, 4 necdum noto 
satis inter se, ut fidere alii aliis possent. Joe with ut 
indicates the non-fulfillment of the result in its entirety: 
49, 8, 14 à tam exiguis rebus, prope ut puderet regii 
nominis; and without correlative 26, 41, 20 tres duces 
discordantes, prope ut defecerint alii ab aliis; 27, 16, 7 
capta ... prope ut Syracusarum ornamenta aequaverint. 
A. still further remove from attainment is indicated 3, 14, 6 
ne voce quidem incommoda*, nedum ut ulla vis fieret; 
and 3o, 21, 9 ne advenientem quidem gratiam homines 
benigne accipere, nedum ut praeteritae satis memo- 
res sint. 

The periphrasis f/zZurum ut with the subjunctive is found 
9, Io, 5 en umquam futurum, ut congredi . .. liceat; and 
41, 8 7 quod si permittatur, futurum, ut deserta oppida, 
deserti agri nullum militem dare possent. In ora/i obitgua 
fore ut and futurum ut, generally the former, are used 
with both active and passive forms: 27, 17, 4 Hasdrubal 
cum cerneret suas imminui, ac fore ut . . . fluerent, dimi- 
care statuit; 31, 35, 3 credere . . . fore, ut... telis uterentur; 
34, 31, 1g fore credidit, ut multi essent, qui arma ferrent; 
4, 8, 5 futurum credo etiam rati, ut mox opes eorum... 
maiestatem adicerent; 28, 44, 4 non speraverat Hannibal 
fore, ut tot populi ad se deficerent; 42, 57, 11 sperantes 
fore, ut Romani equites . . . adgrederentur; and with the 
principal verb not stated 9, 24, 4 perpulit... ut removeren- 
tur: fore, ut minus intentae essent: 39, 5, 5 ne hoc quidem 
cernere eum fore, ut... mandetur; 1, 53, 11 futurum 
credere brevi . . . ut bellum transferatur; 36, 7, 7 nunc 
fore videam, ut ipsi oppugnentur. 

The second person of the imperfect subjunctive, past 
potential, occurs a few times in the latter part of the 
work: 29, 28, 3 pecora .. . agebant, ut relinqui subito 
Africam diceres; 39, 40, 5; 31, 7, 11 maiorem Graeciam 
vocant, ut linguam, ut nomen secutos crederes; and with 
correlative 3o, 32, 11 vultu ita laeto, ut vicisse iam crederes;

B. FINAL. 

Final clauses are more numerous than the consecutive, 
and the principal verbs indicate numerous phases of activ- 
ity directed toward the accomplishment of some design. 
Nearly 40%, of the entire number are negative, and there 
is considerable variety in the statement of successive 
clauses; see A. J. P. XIX, 259 seqq. The negative com- 
bined with a locative adverb is not of frequent occurrence 
2, 2, 1; 22, 2, 3 necubi... deessent, primos ire iussit; 
22, 16, 5; 22, 28, 8; 25, 33, 93 38) 49, 7 praestare necubi 
... delitescerent: 22, 23, 10 circumspectans, necunde impe-

. conspiceretur. 

In contrast with the consecutive clauses, the final gen- 
erally have no correlative, though occasionally some par- 
ticular phase of the principal action is presented.

The most noticeable of the parenthetic final clauses are 
in the first person, where Livy or a speaker refers to 
himself, and some verbs, here put in italics, are used both 
in the narrative and in the speeches: 9, 18, 2; 34, 6,5 
ut ita dicam; 9, 17, 14 ne nominem; 9, 17, 5 ordiar; 9, 
17, 6; 27, 27, 13; 34, 32, 11; and 37, 45,12 omittam. Other 
occurrences are in the speeches: 39, 28, 10; 42, 40, 5 ne 
dicam; 37, 54, 26 ne enumerem; s, 54, 5 ne loquar; 23, 
12,15 ne mirer; 5, 52, 6 ne percenseam; 34, 5, 10 nerepetam; 
6, 7, 4; 21, 43, 13; 25, 6, 10; 36, 7, 10 ut taceam; and 
similarly 45, 19, 16 ut taceatur. In some other passages 
the principal verb is to be inferred from the context: 
I, 53, 7 nam ne errarent, manere iis bellum; 2, 29, 1 ne 
praedictum negetis . . . adest ingens seditio; 3, 10, 13 sic, 
ne quid aliud actum putent, victam legem esse; cf. 5, 10, g 
ecce, ut idem in singulos annos orbis volveretur, Hernici 
nuntiant Volscos . . . reficere exercitus. 


C. COMPLEMENTARY CLAUSES. 


An x£-clause is frequently a complementary element, 
the equivalent of an abstract object. Some of these with 
facere, efficere, and similar verbs express results, or are 
mere periphrases, but the larger part are indirect impera- 
tives, willed rather than attained activities. For the sake 
of convenience, we shall follow in the main, the lines of 
discussion laid down by Draeger 2, 235 seqq. 

Facere, efficere. — These verbs occur more than forty 
times each, but fier: «4 less frequently. Livy speaks of 
himself 6, 38, 10 ut potius credam, ipsius viri facit ingenium; 
and 10, 9, 12 id ne pro certo ponerem . . . Piso effecit. 
Similar to the last is 6, 35, 9 faxo, ne iuvet vox ista “veto”. 
Pieri is in indirect statements 4, 25, 12; and 27, 21, 2 
fraude...fieri ut Hannibal ... habeat; and is associated 
with fosse in g, 38, 7; 21, 15, 4 fieri non potuit, ut... 
fuerint; and in oratio obligua 2, 34, 12; and 4, 3, 16 non 
credimus fieri posse, ut vir . . . sit. The statement is a 
periphrasis 1, 32, 12 fieri solitum, ut fetialis hastam . . . 
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ferret. With /acere and efficere such periphrases are not 
infrequent: 7, 2o, 5 consilio id magis quam furore lapsos 
fecisse, ut sua vetera beneficia . . . conrumperent; ro, I5, 
10; 24, 11, 9; 26, 49, 14; 31, 48, 43 35, 35, 9; 36, 29, 9 
oblitum se non facturum, ut insultet adversis rebus eorum. 
The dependent clause is negative in a dozen passages, 
e. g. 26, 49, 14 facerem ne quid . . . violaretur; g, 7, 6 
efficiemus profecto, ne nimis acies vobis . . . cordi sinti 
23, 14, II ne deficere praefestinarent, effecisse. U7 is 
omitted 40, 3, 3 manifestam rem teneas faciam. Here also 
may be placed proficere 26, 6, 7 satis ad utrumque pro- 
fectum ratus, ut . . . sentiret. With similar force 3, 64, 5 
pugnarent collegae, ut liberas tribus mitteret; and 4, 35, ro 
summa vi expugnatum esse, ut tribuni ... crearentur, cf. 
5, IO, II. 

Usu venit uf is quoted only from Cicero, but compare 
6, 20, 2 quod ad diem numquam usu venisset, ut... 
mutarent. 

The verbs of happening present an interesting feature 
in clausal development. The reversal of a clause such as 
8, 5, 7 forte ita accidit, ut . . . haberent, into the para- 
tactic statement gives hoc accidit: habebant; but in the 
development the latter part became the relative «7-clause. 
Of the verbs of happening Livy uses zzczdzt most freely: 
26, 23, 2; 28, 17, 13; 38, 58, 9 forte ita incidisse, ut... 
abesset. The foresight implied in /or/w;a& accounts for 
the ze instead of wt zon as we should expect in 1, 46, 5 
forte ita inciderat, ne duo violenta ingenia matrimonio 
iungerentur. Notice also con£zizgt? 28, 41, 4 modo contingat 
ut te consule vincamus. Zvenit is used in the same way 
as incidit: 1, 22, 3 forte evenit, ut . . . praedas in vicem 
agerent; 5, 20, 6; 8, 35, 10; 22, 42, 10; 28, 9, 5; 40, 59, 3; 
41, 5, 1; and also in connection with so7/e, as in 3, 64, 4; 
28, 45, 11 sorte evenit, ut . . . bellum gereret; and simi- 
larly 3o, 27, 5 in sortem coniecerunt. Ti. Claudio Africa 
evenit, ut . . . in Africam traiceret; and with sors as sub- 
ject 4, 26, 11 s. ut dictatorem diceret . . . evenit; 5, 11, 1 
fors ita tulit, ut . . . esset: 7, 6, 9 forte ita tulit casus, ut 
Genucius . . . praecipitaret. 
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Of the verbs indicating addition, addere is used only as 
a verb of saying, and adcere also, excepting 2, 27, 10 ad 
id... adiceret, ut ne dilectum quidem . . . haberet. 
Accedi? with ué is found g, 29, 1; 23, 4, 6; 28, 12, 7; and 
with demonstrative correlation 1, 49, 4 eo accedebat ut... 
metu regnum tutandum esset; and 4, 20, 9 nam etiam illud 
accedit, ne tam clara pugna in eum annum transferri possit. 
Compare with these 4o, 9, 6 quod circumventis in solitu- 
dine natura subicit, ut . . . fidem tamen implorent; 29, 21, 11 
natura insitum . .. ut magis peccari nolint, quam... habeant. 

More variety is shown in the use of verbs of attainment 
and compulsion, with which will be given some of the 
same general nature, though not included by Draeger.

Verbs of mental excitation are very numerous, a feat- 
ure incidental to the general character of the work. 
The u-clause gives indirectly a command, and as such 


represents the unfulfilled action willed by the principal 
actor. 
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Jubere.— Yhis verb is most commonly construed with 
the accusative and infinitive!, over 700 occurrences, with 
the passive and infinitive, 300, the simple infinitive, about 
forty instances, and also with an wé-clause: 2g, 36, 1 
nuntiatum est iubere senatum, ut classem . . . in Italiam 
traiceret; 37, 51, 5 ut dicto audiens esset flamen pontifici 
iussus; 38, 54, 3 velitis iubeatis ... uti de ea re. . . . referat;

The decrees prolonging the imperium are regularly ex- 
pressed by frorogare (13), e. g.

monereé (43), petere (117), rogare (16), hortart (36), quaesere 
(10), suadere (1g), and persuadere (g) make up the larger 
part of the occurrences. To the above, which include the 
simple as well as compound forms of the verbs, as horéart. 
adhortart, cohortart and exAhortari, are to be added a number 
of other verbs stating pleas in other ways.

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D. FEAR. 

The statement is usually of positive fear, though we 
find in 35, 25, 12 sed metuens ne dilationem res non 
pateretur; and 32, g, 1o vereri ne id praestare ei... non 
liceret; cf. 4, 18, 2; and 4, 31, 4.

2. PRONOUNS. 


The «-clause is frequently in apposition with a pronoun 
which is the subject or object of the verb with which the 
clause is construed. Frequently there is a double inter- 
pretation possible, as the clause may be referred to the 
verb or to the pronoun.

The principal verb is not always given, in some passages 
the main action standing in a causative relation to the 
ut-clause, as in 5, 33, r1 quos loca ipsa efferarunt, ne quid 
ex antiquo . . . retinerent; 23, 19, 14 semen iniecerunt, ut 
Hannibal exclamaret; 44, 27, 4 agros nudare populando 
potuit. ne quos commeatus expectarent, ipsas exscinderent 
urbes. ..mne... opitulari possent. More frequently the 
ui-clause is dependent on the general idea of ordering 
involved in the statement: 2, 10, 9 dum alius alium, ut 
proelium incipiant, circumspectant; 25, 5, ro relegatus in 
Siciliam, ne . . . ante reportarentur; 26, 2, 14 deportatum, 
ne prius dimittatur; 27, 15. 5 instruit onerarias...ut alii 
machinas . . . ferrent, alii . . . vulnerarent; 27, 43, 11; 435, 
II, 2 Veriti patres, ne... acciperetur, legatos miserunt, 
qui ...referrent; et ut A. Hostilius . . . ita ediceret, uti...

The subjunctive is occasionally an unattached part of 
the statement of legislative action: 24, 44, 3 (provinciae) 
evenerunt, ut Fulvius duceret; 27, 7, 10; 27, 36, 133 25;

senatus imperaret. A pledge is involved 5, 10, 4 coacti 
nomina dare, ut urbis custodiam agerent; and a legal 
provision 3, 53, 4 provocationem repetebant...et ne cui 
fraudi esset. The statement is as if the principal verb 
were a part of a quotation in 22, 53, ro “ex mei animi 
sententia, ut ego ... non deseram neque patiar"... 
iures postulo. With both z/a and ¢fantum the w£- or ne- 
clause is sometimes to be taken with an omitted ea con- 
dictone: 22, 61, 5 ita admissos esse, ne tamen iis senatus 
daretur; 38, 4, 6; 31, 25, 6 ita tamen aequum me tutari, 
ne mea interim nudentur: 21, 19, 5 defendi tantum ne;

essent, followed by four positive and four negative pro- 
visions. The omission of «7 is like the omission of “that” 
in English, and has no grammatical significance, as the 
same words are followed in the expression of the same 
sentiment by the subjunctive both with and without z/. 
The omission is not uncommon with an imperative, as in 
37, 36, & nuntia bello absistat, and with verbs of entreaty, 
as in 22, 53, 10 iures postulo; 40, 9, 7 audias precor; 38, 
49, 6 quaeso ignoscatis. Notice also in successive clauses 
2, $6, 16 orassent, ut concilium dimitterent, darent irae 
spatium; and 25, 9, 2 equitibus praecepit, ut discurrerent 
perlustrarentque omnia oculis, ne quis . . . falleret; prae- 
gressos retraherent, obvios occiderent, ut praedonum... 
species . . . esset. 

There is little that needs comment in regard to the use 
of the negative in successive clauses, see Draeger z, p. 695 
seqq. Uf or me... mec is not uncommon. Neve.. 
neve occurs in the enumeration of the terms of a treaty 
30, 37, 4 ut... traderent... neque domarent, bellum neve 
in Africa, neve extra A.... gererent. Draeger quotes 
for w/ me 43, 2 12 impetrarunt, ne frumenti aestimationem 
magistratus Romanus haberet neve cogeret vicensumas 
vendere Hispanos . . . et ne praefecti . . . imponerentur, 
where the two co-ordinate sentences are connected by 
et, (ne... neve) et (ne).
